Public Road Work. 

Tho principle of exposing all goveiu- 
ment work to public competition, or, 
in other words, letting it out by con- 
trapjf^ the lowest bidder, is one which 
has metwith vory gonoial recognition. 
IfisHfie'that especially recommends 
itself to. this Province. Anil yot it is 
one which our Government has recent- 
ly evinced a strong inclination to de- 
viate from. It was this disposition 
which led tho senior member I'or Lil- 
looet to introduce, in the early part nf 
last Bessiou , the following rosohitiun: 
''That, whereas the present iiunlo nf 
'repairing and maiutamiiii,' the ])ul)lic 
roads in this Province is nusatisfactdrv, 
irregidar, and expensive in its results, 
bo it therefoi'e Kesolved, That an 
humble address be presented to His 
Excellency the Lieutenant Governor, 
prqyiug that he may bo pleased to 
order that all repairs and maintenance 
required on the jnihlie rt)Rds of tliis 
Province be done by contract." Tiiis 
resolution, seconded by the seninr 
member for Cowichan, gave rise to a 
lengthy and interesting discussion , in 
the course of which somf^ personal ol)- 
^■'8erv'ations,macle by the mover, prcsonl- 
cd a wishcd-for opportunity of escajx' 
to the ^Ministry, of which they wcic 
not slow to avail themselves, the At- 
torney General moving, and tho Chief 
Commissioner seconding, an amend- 
ment appointing a Conuniltce to en- 
quire into certain matters arisin^i;- out 
of the debate. But, althou>,di tho re- 
Bolution came to an untimely, end, 
enough was elicited to convince the 
Government that, although many mem- 
bers would hesitate to bind tho hands 
of the Executive to the extent jn-oposed, 
yet the House was very pronounced 
indeed in its opinion that, wliereNcr 
practicable, the contract principle 
-shoidd be adopted by thoCTOvernmcnt, 
whether in the making or maintaining 
of roads; and it was plainly intimated 
that tho Executive would be held to a 
strict account fin- the manner in which 
it carried out the woll-nndorstood 
wishes of tho jjcople in this respect. 
Under these cncumstauces, we confess 
to some surprise in finding tliat more 
than ever is this principle being devia- 
ted from in carrying on the public 
works of tho ProviniJC. During- tlic 
present year a verylari^e sum of money, 
indeed, has been sjient inroad-niakin,;.;', 
and we are unable to call to liiind u 
single instance in which the work has 
been put up to public competition. 
That the Ministry will 1)0 called (o a 
strict account at the aiiin-oacliin;^'- ses- 
sion for this glaring.,'' disreirard of the 
wishes of the peopli' , oxiircssed thriin;^di 
their chosen representatives, cannot lie 
doubted. It will scarcely be considered 
necessary that we shoidd present the 
reasons upon which tlio suiierioiitv of 
the contract system, as a]i]ili('d to the 
public worlcs, rests, fm' they ar.' already 
siifliciently familiar to e\-cry tliiul;!!!;; 
mind. And, yet, tliere are collateral 
considerations which may, perhaps 
not bo so well understood by the public 
generally. Undoubtedly the ])riniary 
consideration is that of riin'i:. The 
work is put up to comix'titiou and 
knocked d<iwn to the lo'.vest hiddev. ]?ut 
our Government, acting in direct op- 
position to well understood and univer- 
sally accepted principles of economy, 
prefer day lalior, imdcr hii cd 1 .versecrs; 
and thuK the work is dmie 1 1 ,■ i,H'i-e 
hireliu^''S, men whose chief olijert miiy 
be presiunod to 1)(! to ])ut, in an e;i-v 
day's work, and make the; job l;ist as 
long as possible. But this system is 
open to other and vei-y serious objec- 
tions. It involves tlie ]Mii-cliase nuil 
handling of lar;^e (Hianlitiei of sap- 
jdies in the fm'ni of [U'ovisioii.-, .and im- 
plements, itc. It will readily l;e seen 
how wide a door is here opened to ex- 
travagance, if not absolute corruption. 
Gangs of men, throughout the len;;ili 
and Ijreadth of the country .workin!.^^ for 
Government pay a)id eatiiin' (oi\crn- 
ment pr.ivisions, and that, to.), without 
anv responsil lie eye to watch over and 
restraini I'o assert that this ciuidilioa 
of things has not led to abuse would 
be to claim for human nature in tliis 
Province inininnity from tlio'^e weak- 
nesses to which it is siilijeet elsewhcr(.'. 
At the ])roper time iind ]>lace rev(da- 
tions will jirohaldy be made in connec- 
tionwith this whole subject* wiiich will 
astonish easy-going, unsuspecting folks, 
and which it might not be proper thai 
we should mori' minntidy indicate 
here. (Juitc certain it, is that when the 
}nil)lic become fully aware of the way 
money apjiropriatcd forroa<l woi-k h.-i.-, 
in too many instances, been S(pnuidei- 
ed, no Government will venture to 
continue the present extravagant and 
corrupt system.

Editor Colonist: — In your issue of the 
0th inst. api)ears an article, headed 
"Wants of tlu> interior," and signed Wm. 
H. Kay, ■which compels mo to seek space 
in your columns for tho following re- 
marks. Touching Nicola Mail Service. 
]\Ir. Kay stales, "T'hc settlors aro not yet 
satisfied witii tlii! working of the Mail 
Service. Tiio mail bags are not soahul. 
They are left oiien for the eonvonienee of 
tho many settlers, and convoyed by In- 
dians, who are faitlifnl enough, but can- 
not bo held i-esponsible, as any ono can 
dip into the mail bag who wants. This 
is rat her awkward wdien remittances aro 
foi'warded hy post. The jirosent Post- 
oilici; is at the foot of the Ijidco and snj)- 
plies mail matter to .about twenty settlers, 
.anothiu- J'ostolHce is reipiired at tho head 
of the Lake, say Messrs. Moore's farm, a 
(•entral spot which, would accomodate 
some fifteen settlers, nnd save them a rido 
of fifteen to twenty miles after their let- 
ters; mails hein.g sent by way of Lytton." 

Now, sir, till! fi'iie fa<'t3 of the case are 
as follow s: Since iMr. Dewe (istablished an 
oliico here, with a si.Mai-montldy delivery 
between Lytton and this settlement, a 
sealed bag and letter bill liave been dis- 
patched from one office to the other, con- 
taining all m:ul matter for settlers near 
this oflico and those residing between 
liei'e and ^Moore's farm, wliiah is at tho ox- 
treiiK! end of the settlement; an ojion bag 
aceomii:iiiying tlu^ scaled one to accommo- 
date ])arties living on line of travel be- 
tween this otlice and Lytton. The scaled 
lia;; has never been trtmjiored with, nor 
am [ av.-ari^ of the o]ien lia,g over being 
ilipjied into liy any one, save those for 
whosi' aecoinniodat ion it is carried. The 
Postollice aulhiu'ities kimw who is respon- 
sible i'lf the s.'aled baif, and who is not, 
contents of open Ijag being at tho risk of 
tliM~ii desiring the oonvienence. 

The present arrangement is satisfactory 
to the majoi ity of the snfthu'S, this olVlce 
lieiug e\ael 1\ midxMiy in the settlenieiit. 
On the mail arriving from Ijytton, in 
(U'der to ohlitce si'ttlers from here to 
]\Ioore's. 1 foi ward what mail matter there 
may he hy lirst (dianee, (instead of keep- 
ing it here till call(>d for, which would be 
my duty to do) thus obviating the ride 
of li tieeii to t wi nly miles comi)laiued of. 
lie,;ardin;,' tic s'caled ha;;, the Lytton

lu the year 1S2G, say tlio old chron- 
icles, the Dutch coloQists pittchased 
from the Indians the Island of Man- 
hattan for the sum of $25. The New- 
York Financier adds: "We have not boon 
able to discover in what ciirren(!y the 
price was paid; but jn-obably in trink- 
ets, not less depreciated below the 
value of tho bright Spanish coin of that 
jie 'iod than our paper money now is be- 
low our own nominal slaiidiird. How- 
ever this may Tie, tho fact is sugges- 
tive enough forsjaieiilators asit stands. 
Who that could to-day be assured of 
the existence two-centuries hence of a 
great commercial metropolis upon a 
now baiTen Island, for sale at any such 
price as tliis, would not exhaust all 
honest means in his power to raise tho 
money, in order to leave to liis i}Ostor- 
ity so vast an estate? The increase looks 
only too fabulous, transcends only too 
far the "dreams of avaric^." fairly to 
excite the cupidity of a soter brain. 
And if the future growth of this country 
is in some measure to continue ami ful- 
fill the in'oiniso of the past, do not 
such facts as this fullyjustify the hopes 
of the wildest investors who aro now in- 
vesting theii sa^vings in the unproduc- 
tive land around us, which is surely 
one day to be covered withVaststoi'esof 
nierchandiso, or with tho palatial resi- 
dences of rich citizens',^ 

But, before embracing this eonclu- 
flion.and leaiiiug to try its value in prac- 
tice, let us inquire lyhat other disposi- 
tion might have been made by the small 
capitalist of the seventeenth coitnry of 
tho means destined to enrich bis des- 
cendants. Let us supjiose lliat be had 
invested his twenty-live dollars in soir e 
productive business; or, failing in the 
leisure and skill necessary for prosecu- 
ting suchbusine.sshin.self , thatlie made 
of it a special loan to soino man in 
active business, and had reiiivestod the 
interest every year. It is w(dl known 
that tho rates of iiuere,:. ]iaid for loans 
in colonial tin es were enornuuis, but 
we must assume that our pi-udent in- 
vestor makes safetj' his firet considera- 
tion, fjet us suppose, tliei'ofor, tliathe 
limits liinisclfbi tho very moderate rate 
of ten per cent ]>er aninini, a rate 
which is below the aver;ige rate actual- 
ly jjaid for loans in this city duriii.g the 
greater jjarfc of the time since 1626, and 
is far below tho average profit obttiinod 
upon c.ajiital |ovo i now, either by pro- 
ducers who manage it for themselves, 
or even by lenders wdio give constant 
and personal atteiitiiin !o the s(de<'tion 
of their loans. Now, the sum of Ir'io, 
invested at compound interest October 
1,1626, would uponOctoberl, 1871, at 
ten per cent, amount to $'J(),5liO,l 71), 
i)()2,-10 — a sum iirit only inconvenient 
in itself, but many times ;ls .great as tlie 
wdiolc value of .Mnnlmltaii Island b)-(lay 
with all the liuildings and p.ioperty ac- 
cumulated by the million of poojde 
who stand on it; a sum, indeed, aji- 
proaidiing tlie gross yaluatioii for the 
year 1S72 of liie entire? real and pei'- 
Konal ])n)p(jriy of the people of the 
United States. 

We need not infer from this that 
the original European 2J>irchasers of 
this island made a bad bargain, if they 
had need of tho land for their inawu- 
factiires tind coniiiierce. But it seems 
fair to say thai all smdi pureliases, if 
made not from a siiuliar iieei!. but 
merely for asleejiiug spuciilatiou, liow- 
over brilliant thoir results may koimu, 
will fail to bear tlio tost of a coinpai - 
ison witli tlie acfivc- ein])l( lyments of 
productive iiidirsl ry and trade.
